- And #elides, that I-might the rather have been 
confinned inthe Acceptance by the Example of the 
Six learked and grave Judges,who did not decline the 
ſame, but readily accepted thereof; ſome of theſe 
likewiſe having been late Eminent and chiefe Mem- 
bers of the houſe, as they are chicfe Iuſtices intheir 
ſevcrall Courts. 

This Report and cenſure of me, is not. ſo heavie 
that I feele any great weight to Suffer under it ; bur 
yet that my Integrity and Tudgment might continue 
intire wich your ſelves and my neere Friends I have 
madechoyce (having leaſure, and no better imploy- 
menr ſolliciring me, and being willing to makethe

It js r-ae, I was a Member of the Commons houſe 
bock 1n this, and ſeverall former Parliaments; In 
zioſe I ſometimes ſpake, though perhaps little to 
Fa this, after ſome ſpace of time, perceiving per- 
turbations to ariſe, the humours to be ſtirred, and 
the Speakers members multiplied, not without An- 
' nimoſities 3 I thought it began to be as inthetime 
of «Amgs, wherein the Prudent ſhall keepe filence ; 
for it is an Evill time, and there may be danger for 
Earthen veſſels to be fer among Iron pots. : 

It is true, that 1there heard from men of wiſdome 
and Learning, ſome Novell principles and Modes 
poſed for Reformation , both in Church and 
State, which being out of the common road. | firſt 
ſtrove to mele mine owne braines into an Invention 
of the all ay, but my apprehenfion being too narrow, 
to apprehend theirs, and finding mine owne, like the 
jewels of the Iſraclices , turned as into a molten 
Calfe, I did in the end as a man Law-bound, reft, 
beſt ſatisfied with the old way ; Bur yet ſubjeR to 
the diſtinQion, inter «ſam & abuſam ; Beforel ſet 
my feer into the Houſe, there was miniſtred unto

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me, the ſolemne Oath of my Allegiance, Suprema- 
Cte, and Obedience, toour late King, þs Heires, and 
Succeſſors, and to defend to my powe, all Iurifdi&i- 
ons, Preheminences, and Authoritie/ granted, or be- 
longing unto them, or urited and ainexed to the Im- 
riall Crowne of this Reaſme, Wo 
After this Oath taken I emeed into the Houſe 
with this one Priaciple 10 me, that the Jars Regalis 
of our Kings are holden of Heaven, and-cannor for 
any cauſe Eſcheat to their Subjets, nor they for an 
cauſe make any poſitive, or a&uall forcible Reft- 
Nance againſt them ; but that wee ought to yeeld to 
chem paſſive Obedience, by ſuffering the puniſh- 
ment, even albeit their Commands ſhould be againft 
the Divive law.
